VI. ic is Statuted and 
ordain’d, That whatfoever Perfon or Per- 
fons Invades any Miuiftry, or puts violent 
Hands on them, thal be punifh’d therefore 
with al] Rigour, and iveurr the Tinfel of all 
their moveable Goods for the {aid {nvafion 
and Violence allenarly albeit ao Slaughter 
or Mutilation follow thereupon, But Pre- 
judice of greater Ponifhment it any higher 
Crime concert ; and 2ll Pcrfons delated of 
the faid Offences, are order’4 to be call’d 
and prefented before the Juftice and his De- 
puties, at the Iaftaace of the Micifter, 
King’s Advocate, Procurator for the Kitk, 
or any other who wiil purfue the faids Of- 
fences.

Fife in Gil>, 
kimfton, Aydrew’ Byrver of Elric, Charles 
Forbes ana’ Walter Gerdon Merchants, Fobu 
Duff Meflenger, Charles Morifon in Fette- 
rangus, and Wiliam .Teit io Ludquhapn, 
ard others that tiad come to join in Di- 
vine Worfhip, and te countenance the Ore 
dination’, and then coming out towards 
the Churet-Stile, whichwas -faft fhut end 
baratadoed by the Rabble, . they found a 


gteat Body of the fore‘aids Rabblers both. 


Men and Women, pofted without. the 
Kirk-Stile, arm'd ag. ‘and baving. fe-.

apd fo foon as the Juftices Minifters and 
cthers were enter’d in betwixt the fild. 
two Houfes, the{fore-mentioned Body fur- 
rounded. and inclofed.chem ; and then a- 
nother great ‘Body of the Rabble, armed 
as aboye, which was within the Kirk-yard, 
(the Perfons above complaiged epon,-ma~ 
king.a Part of both the (gid Bodies) :did 
climb over the Church-yard Dike, and got. 
upon the Tops of the (aid two Honfes, and 
being furnifh’d with ‘Stones of great Big- 
néfs by; their. Accomplices,, they shrew 
them down with Violence upan the faid Ju-

Stones ; and the Rabble that had forroun-: 
ded them behind, were. both throwing 
Stones and:ftricking at them with their 
Swords, Bow-Cutts, god Butts: of  theie 
Guns, whereby. Ds many: of thefn 
were moft dangeroufly hart and wounded, 
particularly the: faid Laird of Keishfield, 
Jaftice of the Peace, was thrown dowa to 
the Ground, aad was.fo beat and wounded 
by the faid Williem;: Charles: and Charles 
Gardov, or one or other of .che Perfons. ae 
bove-complain’d upen,:or one or other ef - 
the faid Rabble, that. he hardly efcaped 
with bis Life 3 and the Laird of Portieshém 
the-other Juftide of Peace was beat by em ¢- 
ang Mr Alpxaspder ; Auchinicck Minifter. at. 
Frazersburgh,- Moderator of the faid Pref- 
byterys:,,was.fo, beat upon the Back with 
Stones throwen: by one or other of the {a'd. 
Perfons complained upon; or at leaft by. 
the Rabble which they headeg, of at leaft

Paiva Jong Time afterwards; And the 
above-mentioned Mr Thomas Gordon was 
cutinthe Forehead to the Skull, and had .

Provo 
Sandijeuds in: Aberdeen; who- was oae. of 
them that were called by the faid Joftices 
te their Afiftance, had his Thumb almoft 
cut off by:the forelaid) Wiliam, Charles, -or 
one or.other of the Perfons above com- 


ained'‘wpon, or one or other of the fore- 
faid Rabbies and James Deas Dean of 
Gild in Aberdeen, the {aid fobs Forbes, 
Bailie Stewart, Thomas Forbesin Ludqubairn, 
Wiliam Fife in Gilkimftoun, Andrew Bar- 
net of Blrig, Churles Forbes and Walter Gor- 
don Merchants, fobs Duff Meflenger, 
Wiliam Tait in Ludqubsirn, ‘and many 
mere were hurt and wounded by the faid 
George Rob, or one or other of the Perfous 
. above complained upon, or one or otheref 
the forefaid Rabble. The faids Jauftices 
of Peace, Minifters and others wich chem, 
finding themfelves. thus inclos'd, and all 
like to be kii’d, they were oblig’d to force 
their Way back again through | the Rabble 
that fsrrounded them behind; a Part of 
which Rabble did purfue them to Fobp 
Riccart’s Clofs, fome throwing, Stones o- 
ver the Houfes upon them, and others fi- 
rivg Guas after them with fuch Fury, that 
the Celfiog or Forrage fired-the Thatch 
of Riceart’s Houfe; and thereafter the-faid 
Rabble went into the {aid fobn Riccart’s 
Houle, where the Presbytery’s Dinner was 
provided, and firft enquired if any of the 
Minifiers were there, and threataed, that 
if any of them or thefe that. had joined 
with them, were fonnd concealed in the 
Hovfe, they would fer Fire to both Ends 
of it ; and then theg feized and did eat v 
the Vi&uals and carried a Part of the Li- 
quors out to the Mercat-Crofs and druok 
it, having.a Bag-pipe.all ths while playing 
tothem, and theh wenc eat to meet 
Mr Keith the latruder, who was coming 
1 «to Kirton. The Presbytery being 
thushotly handled, and perceiving that 
they could'not get the Ordination perfor- 
med without the isevitable Hazard of their 
Lives, they were aceeflicate to go home 
without finithing the fame. As the man- 
ner of ating in this Rabble was moft unac- 
countable, fo the fame did not happen by 
meer Accident, but was coatcived afore- 
hand, and the Meafures Jaid down by the 
faids Wrlliagn Baird of Auchmedien, "hey 
Kish of Creiche, or one or other of them ;

They ‘declare their intended 
Oppolition to the Settlement of the Pa= 
rech with a Presbyterian Minifter ; and 
they contrived and drew up another Paper, 
which they canfed read in the Church up- 
on the Lord’s Day immediateiy betore the 
faid Rabble, Warning and Enjoining che 
Parochioners to meet together at the Day 
appoioted for the Ordination, é pfder to 
oppofe the fame. 3ti0. They ordered fe- 
veral Perfons fome Days before the ap- 
peinted Dietof Ordination, to Warn and 
Enjoin the People to conveen the forefaid 
Day for the faid End, and fent fome to 
Lennaboes Mercat, to ftir up the People 
there conveen’d for the fame Purpole; 
and the faid Gentlemen, or one or other 
of them, did encourage the Rabble, by 
promiling to free them of all Charges and 
Expenfes, and to Fass them from any 
Ponifhment that fhould be inflj@ed° on 
them, wpon account of their Acceffion to 
the faid Tumult. And albeic the faid 
William Baird of Auchmeddes was petitios 


P ned publickly when, fitting in his own Bz- 


ron-Court, by Auna Greden Sponfe to 
Fobn Turner Clerk in Old Deer representing 
‘That her Houfe was molefted and damni- 
fied by fome of his Men or Tenents, wha 
threatned her for harbouring of Mr Yobn 
Gordon, and entreatiog the fid Rabble 
might. be diftourag’d ; yet he not only 
refufed to grant her Requeft, but. mocked 
and ridiculed her, even. in che Court- 
Place and before a great many of the Per- 
fons guilty, who were there prefent : Yea 
there were of his own Domeftick Servants 
prefent at the faid Rabble, and very aétive 
therein: And the faid Siluefler Dougla/s, 
George Rankin and Charles Morifon gave 
Orders to fume of the faid Rabbie, That 
they thould fand their Ground againft all
